Nag 122 
And likewiſe pe ſhall note that e af Linen | 
ef the tull the moone riſeth at the pꝛeſent time that the ſun 
goeth von in the oppofit oꝛ contrary point, t therfoze thols 
that hold opinion Þ the moon alwaies riſeth at the quarter 
at 11, ofthe clocke at neon, and at the fulb at 6, of the clocks 
at night, they are much deceiued. Foꝛ il the ſunne ſet at 4, 
of the clock in winter, he goeth neere the ſouthweſt and by 
welt, che moone being then at the full in Cancer mult needs 
riſe at Noꝛtheaſt e byeaſt, at the ſame pꝛeſent houre that 
that the ſunne ſetteth. And many are deceined in this point 
ſo are thers alſo many miſtaken, and oftentimes greatiye 
anoted in another point and that are thoſe that vſe in going 
with any bard harbꝛough, cold, oz land, to ſet the meene by 
the tompaſſe, to know the time of the full ſea in ane place, 
and this is furely a dangerous pꝛaciſe. Foz if the moone be 
in noꝛth fignes as in Gemini 03 Cancer, and that he ſek the 
full ſea on the Eaſt oz Eaſt Seutheaſt, then by ſetting the 
moone by the compaſſe, to know the full ſea, he maꝝ miſſe 
aimoft 2. houres of his tive, and thereby come to a great 
annopance, and knoweth not howe noꝛ by what meanes it

'theEgoiuonialis 2lengted in the latitude; here the expe⸗ 
rience is made. And this is molkfaundimSommevtyme, 
when the ſunne is in nozth ſignes, as in Cancer dz Gemini, 
at —_ time it is almoſt 8. ot the clocke, befoze the ſunne 
come to the eaſt point of the compaſle, vet it is commonlye 
counted with many,that an Eaſt ſunne by the campaſſe is 
alwaies 9 of theClockeinthemozning, anda weſt ſun to 
be 6. of the clock at aſternoon, and ſo conſequently fo; al the 
other pointes ofthe compaſſe. But all this erroz commeth 
bythe ho2tzontall lying ofthe Flee of the Compaſſe , as 
I befoze haue ſaid. And becauſe the imperfection to the cũ⸗ 
paſſets cauſe of the erroꝛ in reckoning the tides, by ſetting 
the moone wit by the eye,therfoze J withno man to vſe it 
to that purpoſe, but to reckon their apertiment by memozp 
93 by tables as 4 haue befoze ſaide. And further heere is to 
be noted that the common Compaſſe being lette < a poynte 
to the eaſtwards of the true meridian ofany place, as ſome 
Compaſſes are almoſt a whole pointe, then J ſaye by that 
Compaſſe where the Nozthpointe ſa varieth from the true 
meridian of the place, ſo much ſhallit be vacertain to finde 
out the houre of mid day2 oꝛ noone, vet many make not obs 
ſeruation ofthe dunnes meridiun altitude, vntill hee be at 
ſouth by this varied compalle , and then is the ſunne paſt 


the meridian inſtance, and bis altitude ſomwhat _ 
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And the moꝛe thecompaſſeis variedfo the eaſtwardes; the
